Lasl year a student lost his life in an acci- 
dent and Unis ended his student college career. 
Another left because lie had to support his 
widowed mother. A third, who was married, had 
family troubles and was unfit to continue. 

Acts of fate can play a Inp part in deter- 
mining just who is going To ws able to continue 
his .-indies and graduate. Statistics, alone show 
that the odds are twenty to one against any 
one infant proceeding In a university. This 
coupled willi the many insurmountable obstacles 
that can arise in a student's life help make the 
attainment of a degree a pretty wonderful tiling. 

A student will fight with nil the determina- 
tion that is in him to keep alive every opportun- 
ity for him to graduate, l'or by the time he has 
entered the university he generally has a pretty 
good idea of what he wants to do in this world. 
As he studies, he find- - Hint the work he is doing 
at the university can well decide whether or not 
he will attain that goal. Having to leave often 
mean- a complete rc-asscssmenl of opportunity, 
and generally roulis in the shattering of care- 
fully determined ambitions. 

Today, ns you read this paper, six persons 
who were students here last year arc fighting 
for permission tit return to their studies. Part of 
a group stranded in Europe this summer, they 
returned after the late registry dnro, and find 
that "university regulations dictate that they 
may not continue their studies this term. 



They left last summer in good faith that they 
would be bnck in time to comply with the uni- 
versity registry regulations. When over there, 
they suddenly fourni that it was going to he 
tough to get back in time. They contacted all 
possible agencies, did everything they could to 
return. No luck. 

So they instinctively took steps to safeguard 
their most precious privilege, their good standing 
with the university. Letters were written, more 
agencies contacted. The best available was the 
passage that brought them home last week. 

Once here, their worst fears were realized 
when some sought permission to register and 
were denied. But hope rose anew when others 
were admitted, only to be shattered by further 
denials. 

Rules are important things in our lives. They 
regulate activity and permit the achievement of 
the maximum good for the majority. That is 
their purpose. But situations sometimes arise 
where the breaking of a rule actually permits 
the full interpretation of the spirit of the regula- 
tion. 

As a part of our education, we learn that it 
is sometimes wise to act "without the wording 
but within the spirit.' of a set of rules. It would 
be a very wonderful thing if the authorities 
found it possible to. resolve the problem of the 
unadmitted members of the "Beaver Brigade" on 
this plane. ~ F. C

'The Drunkard or The Fallen

ThercMs no doubt that the New 
World Theatre Company Is off to 
a good start.

Anyhow, let us hope that the very 
fine new theatre owned by Les 
Compagnons will see its owners 
devote more of their time and 
talent to the staging of more serious 
and !css dreamy works than the 
menagerie. 



Therefore consists of nine letters 
of the alphabet, comprising one "t", 
one "h", three "e's", two "r's", one 
"f, nnd one "o". These letters arc 
put together in such a way ns to 
form a word easy enough to pro- 
nounce without much practice. The 
word, therefore, is divided into two 
syllables: "there," as in the word 
meaning "place", and "fore", mean- 
ing as a result thereof. (In this 
sense it has no connection with the 
shout commonly heard on the fair- 
way.* 

Therefore is a very useful and 
thus a practical word to know. It is 
used to add emphasis to a result or 
conclusion, as in the statement "He 
Is a very poor lecturer, therefore it 
is practically impossible to take 
notes in his classes." 

The word is also used in mathe- 
matics, as In geometry— "A right 
angle contains 00 degrees, nnd a 
circle contains 360 degrees, there- 
fore there are four right angles in a 
circle." In this connection there- 
fore is designated by three dots in 
the shape of a triangle, with two 
dots on the line, and the third 
above, between them. This notation 
of course can also be employed in 
other writing to conserve time or 
space. 

Another way 
may be used is in philosophical 
logic, for example; "All men are 



mortal; Socrates was a man; there- 



fore Socrates is mortal." 

Renders may wonder for what 
earthly purpose the word therefore 
was chosen as a topic for an essay. 
May 1 point out. therefore, that it 
nas been suggested by a McGill 
professor that one could write an 
essay on therefore. Many people 
would naturally fiiposc that one 
single word, regardless of the 
number of syllables therein, is in- 
adequate material for a composi- 
tion, but it is now hoped that they 
will change their minds upon rend- 
ing tliis. 

Of course the author rcaliz.es 
what a humble effort this is, and 
readily acknowledges the fact that 
the professor in question could no 
doubt have done a better job. How- 
ever this description of the word 
therefore and its infinite uses is 
sincerely hoped to be of benefit to 
those, students or otherwise, who 
may be confused on the subject. On 
the other hand, we are given to 
understand that the state of being 
confused is also the state of being 
"eddicated," nnd perhaps, there 
fore, we should not try to present 
a clear picture of anything, not 
even the word therefore, in case 
the confusion lessens, and insight 
follows, as this would certainly 
in which therefore not be in keeping with the tradition 
of McGill, as specified by this cer- 
tain professor. 



Two recitals of varying interest 
look place last Thursday. The first 
was Ihe recital at the Ladies'

contained the best "cello playing 
we have heard in Montreal in the 
past few years— at least since the 
lasl time the late great Emmanuel 
Fcucrmann was here. 

The concert opened with a superb 
performance of Bach's Sixth Cello 
Suite in D Major. Of this fine 
work the two familiar movements, 
Courante and Gavottes, were the 
best performed and the rest of 
Ihe program contained the Brahms' 
Sonata, Opus Of, tho Debussy 
'Cello Sonata, the Chopin Introduc- 
tion and Polonaise, and the Pagan- 
ini Variations on one string. Here 
excellent playing by Mr. Fournicr 
was marred by the indifferent 
accompaniments of the pianist, 
George Reeves. 

Mr. Reeves is an example of the 
Amateur English pianist. He plays 
very musically but with a haughty 
disregard for the correct notes. His 
inadequacy was especially evident 
in the Brahms Sonata and the Cho- 
pin Polonaise. 

Despite this handicap, Mr. Four- 
nicr carried the program. His play- 
ing was at all times exciting and 
worthy of the interest of a mature 
musical audience.
